Whether this may not be always dome by mild 
means we will not attempt to decide. This one 
thing we know: the natural, selfish stubborn- 
pess which we inherit with our fallen nature 
must be controlled by a law, an authority of 
some kind, before any real advance can be 
made in moral education. We believe it to be 
ao elementary truth in education, that he who 
has neverobcyed—has never-been gorerned—can 
never govern himself. This idea lies at the 
foundation of the doctrine of regeneration in 
religion, and what we call moral training is but 
a faint, feeble and inadequate imitation of the] 
methods of God's Spirit, in the conversion of 
the soul. Obedience, submission absolute and 
unconditional meet the returned sinner at the 
threshhold of the ark of God. Submission to 
the justice of the Holy Law isthe Wicket 
Gate that stands at the entrance of the Nar- 
row Way,—a gate so narrow, that no ‘‘dignity 
of humana nature,”’ no proud ‘consciousness 
of personal independence” can by any possi 

bility enter. 

This submission to the law must be taught 
to the child, and exacted from him by the pa-
